Son of Conductor on 
Lincoln’s T rain is 
Given Sim ilar H onor 


READING BUS 
WILL MAKE TWO 
TRIPS A DAY 


ONE SPECTATOR 
IS TRAMPED BY 
CAVALRY HORSE 


The son of the man who was 
in charge of President Lincoln’s 
train when the martyred presi­ 
dent came here for the dedica­ 
tion of the National cemetery 65 
years ago was in charge of the 
train which bore President and 
Mrs. Coolidge from Washington 
here on Wednesday. 
How this honor affected the 
son 
of 
Lincoln’s 
conductor 
is best conveyed in the follow­ 
ing interview appearing in this 
morning’s Baltimore Sun. 
The 
interview as tyken

“Coolidge economy” of words. 
as well as of dollars, kept Jacob 
Grant Eckert from receiving yes­ 
terday honors similar to those 
his father received years ago. 
The father, John Eckert, was 
the conductor of the Ira n on the 
Hanover branch 
railway which 
took President Lincoln to Get­ 
tysburg to deliver a memorial 
address. 
Gave Him Watch 
When the trip was over Lin­ 
coln aporoached Conductor Eck­ 
ert. talked to him a while and, 
wishing him luck, put 
nto his 
hand a silver watch. 
Conductor 
Eckert never forgot the conver­ 
sation and the gift. 
He nut 
the gift in a safe deposit vault 
in a Baltimore bank and handed 
down his recollection of the con­ 
versation to h:s son. 
The son. Jacob Grant Eckert. 
followed his father’s footsteps. 
H.» became a conductor on the 
Western 
Maryland 
railway, 
which had taken over tho Han­ 
over branch railway. 
He has 
been with the road nearly for- 
tv-seven year*. 
He has been on 
th:* Hanover run nanv vee*};.

Coolidge Told Of Plans 
His superiors told him 
that 
they had written President Cool­ 
idge that it had been arranged 
that the son of the conductor 
who had been in charge of Pres­ 
ident Lincoln’s train should be in 
charge of his train. 
Mr. Eckert 
assented. 
That 
he had visions of another presi­ 
dential watch in compensation 
for his birthday 
holiday 
he 
wouldn’t admit last night. But 
he did expect that the president, 
being apprised of his family his­ 
tory, would speak to him. 
Had Bet With Steward 
“But I didn’t see the president,” 
said Mr. Eckert. 
“I didn’t even 
go hack to *his car. I thought it 
was my place not to until I was 
sent for. 
I expected to be sent 
for, but I wasn’t. 
Well it’s 
all right with me, because we 
didn’t have a single little hitch 
the whole way. 
And the d fling 
car steward let me off the bet.” 
“What b e t? ” he was asked. 
“Well, you see, I told the din­ 
ing-car steward that the presi­ 
dent knew that my father had 
run Lincoln’s train to Gettys­ 
burg and that 
the 
president 
would sneak to me, And the din­

oats and I say “I hope you en­ 
joyed your dinner, s t :” and he 
just walks on by and Mrs. Cool­ 
idge sacs, “Yes. it was fine.”
